RULES for J»6lding the Republican Pri- 
mary for Letcher county adopted by the 
Rep. Co. Com. at meeting held in the 
Courthouse on Jan. 21, 1909. 

Rule 1 - That ^primary election be held at the reg- 
ular voting place in each voting precinct now fixed l»v 
law in the county of Letcher by opening a poll in each 
of Raid precincta on the 16th day of April, 1909. from 
the houra of 6 a m. to 4 p.m., atandara time, for the 
purpnae of nominating Republican candidates for the 
officca of Circuits inurt Clerk, County Court Clerk. 
Judge, AttornejONheriff, Jailer, Superintendent, Aa- 
aeasor, Surveyof^Voroner, Conatahle, Justice of Pence. 

Rule 2- -That the Rep. Ex. Com. of Letcher county 
•hall meet at tha Courthouse at 1 p.m. on April 1, 1909, 
and ahall appoint suitable peraona to act aa officers of 
the election for eaid primary election, as the law di- 
rects, and for each voting precinct in aaid county, and 
that each candidate ahall have the right to furnish the 
county committee with names of auitable Republicana 
to act aa election officers, and if thecandidAtea aubmit 
auch lints the election officers ahall be nam.d from the 
aaid liata, dividing them aa nearly equal among the 
candidates as can be done.
